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President Ellis Retires 


‘ LTHOUGH his constituency— 
the trustees, the faculty, stu- 
dents, alumni and church would 
be pleased to have him continue, 
Dr. Charles C. Ellis will retire as 
president of Juniata College on 
September first, 1943, which is the 
time provided in the college re- 
tirement plan. The trustees of the 
college made the announcement 
of his retirement on January 27. 


Doctor Ellis came to Juniata 
College in 1888 and completed the 
Normal English course in 1890. 
After teaching four years in the 
public schools of Pennsylvania, he 
returned as a student-teacher and 
was the second person to receive a 
Bachelor of Arts degree from Juni- 
ata. Following his graduate work, 
he returned again to his Alma 
Mater to head the Department of 
Education in 1908. In 1917 he be- 
came vice-president and in 1930, 
following former Governor Mar- 
tin G. Brumbaugh, he was elected 
president of the College. He has 
also served the First Brethren 
Church of Philadelphia as associ- 
ate pastor and pastor. He has his 
Ph.D. degree from the University 
of Pennsylvania, and Bridgewater 
College, Virginia, bestowed upon 
him the LL.D. degree. 

During his administration Juni- 
ata College has received recogni- 
tion by the Association of Ameri- 
can Universities, Oller Hall was 
built, and approximately a quarter 
of a million dollars was added to 
the resources of the College. 

During his. presidency, Doctor 
Ellis was on the Executive Council 
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of the Cooperative Commission for 
the study of teacher education in 
Pennsylvania. He was secretary 
of the Society of College Teachers 
of Education. He was on the Pub- 
lic Relations Committee in the As- 
sociation of College Presidents and 
for one term served as president 
of this association. 

Recognition has come to Presi- 
dent Ellis by such prominent di- 
rectories as Who’s Who in 
America, Who’s Who in the 
Clergy, Leaders in Education, 
Who’s Who in American Educa- 
tion, and especially Who’s Who in 
Lyceum. 

In all probability, the President 
and Mrs. Ellis will retain their 
residence in Huntingdon.

The Service Calls 


The second semester at Juniata 
began with a roll call of 174 men 
and 174 women-—the first time 
since the first world war when 
there was not a majority of men 
on the campus. On February 15, 
twenty-eight Juniata members of 
the Army Enlisted Reserve Corps 
reported to Fort George Meade, 
Md., for active duty. Up until this 
time the college was able to main- 
tain an adequate ard satisfactory 
enrollment. 


The college is therefore facing 
critical days but it does so with 
courage, faith, and a spirit to meet 
the necessary adjustments in ‘cur- 
riculum, calendar, and _ service 
during the emergency. 

Furthermore, Juniata is firm in 
its belief that even in war time 
there is a place for liberal arts. 
This is a conviction, which, if 
strongly held to, will enrich and 
enlarge upon her post war pres- 
tige. 

Liberal Arts will continue at 
Juniata, although many of the 
students are majoring in technical 
fields. It is fortunate that there are 
strong departments in the sci- 
ences and mathematics to meet 
these present needs. 


The President Speaks 
“The Last Best Hope of Earth” 


Abraham Lincoln made the sug- 
gestion that it is possible to grand- 
ly save or meanly lose “the last 
best hope of earth.” If by that he 
meant this American democracy 
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which we have so easily taken for 
granted, perhaps those of us who 
love it should not be too sure that 
in this crisis it may not be lost. 


There is an educational institu- 
tion also whose preservation 
should give us concern in these 
days of uncertainty. The liberal 
arts colleges like our public schools 
on the lower scholastic level con- 
stitute on the higher level a 
unique American contribution to 
education. They have not aimed 
to train students for special trades 
or technical jobs but to give a 
broad basic foundation for what- 
ever specialty the student may 
elect. Now the war is driving us 
to believe that only special educa- 
tion is of value, and that the more 
quickly it is gained the better. 


If we could hope that happily 
the war may soon be over perhaps 
this would be unimportant. If, 
however, we are to plan for a war 
of long duration and the ability 
needed to plan for a durable peace, 
then to quote one of our important 
magazines, “Surely every thought- 
ful man must shudder at the pros- 
pect of a generation of Americans 
trained solely in science and tech- 
nology, with no leavening of lit- 
erature and philosophy. and his- 
tory to quicken their minds and 
hearts and help them to under- 
stand the world they live in and 
the civilization that is their heri- 
tage.” Educationally, we _ shall 
have lost the last best hope of 
earth. 


But even Lincoln would not 
have contended that our political 
freedoms are more important than 
our Christian inheritances, and 
this is an hour when we do well 
to guard them also. The Christian 
home, the Christian church, to- 
gether with the Christian college, 
need the earnest prayer and con- 
stant concern of all sincere Chris- 
tian people if they: are to survive 
the tremendous impact of this 
global war. | | 

Christianity is of course the 
really “last best hope of. earth.” 
Whatever victories the nation 
wins, if our boys come marching 
home to find that the fires have 
died down on the hearths of our 
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homes, and on the altars of our 
churches, and that we have al- 
lowed Christian education to lapse 


in favor of technical training, 
however skilled, let us be sure 
they will some day realize that 
the thing they fought for is an 
empty dream — that the terrible 
toll of life and wealth and suffer- 
ing has been paid once more in 
vain. Let us “think on these 
things” as we hearken again to 
the great-hearted Lincoln bidding 
us “to do all that may achieve and 
cherish a just and lasting peace 
among ourselves and with all na- 
tions.”

HARLES CALVERT ELLIS is a name which signifies 

many different kinds of service to those who know him 
in all the varied aspects of his career. It is attached to so 
much of the history of Juniata College that most of her six 
thousand students and alumni deeply feel his influence in one 
way or another—as fellow student, teacher, lecturer, admin- 
istrator, and as friend. Regardless of the association, one thinks 
of him as a scholar and as a philosopher who lives and teaches 
the Christian way of life. 


Broad as his many educational affiliations are, perhaps most 
noteworthy has been his contribution to the many students 
who have carried with them as an ideal on which to build 
their work as teachers, the clear thinking and deep wisdom 
of the man who met them day after day in the classroom as 
an inspired teacher. And to those who knew him in that way, 
there was a note of regret when the day came for him to leave 
the classroom and step into the larger service of the College 
as its President. In that high calling Doctor Ellis has brought 
absolute devotion to duty, a high standard of discipline, and 
the deeper purpose of growing always towards a fuller life 
for the individual and for the community. All of this has 
had a large part in giving a character to Juniata College which 
is distinctive. 


His life is one of simple faith and of quiet study out of 
which has grown the mature thinking, coupled with the gift 
for beautiful expression of language, which makes him a 
lecturer of wide popularity and one whose message remains 
long beyond the moment of its delivery.

forms, in schools and banquet halls, often with other prom- 
inent lecturers like his old friends Dr. M. G. Brumbaugh, Dr. 
Francis Harvey Green, Dr. A. B. Bunn Van Ormer, Henry 
Houck, Senator S. D. Fess, and Hon. O. T. Corson. Among 
these ‘old-timers” there existed a camaraderie which de- 
lighted their hearers as much as the messages inspired them. 
For it is not only the gift of fine language, but a keen sense 
of well-timed humor which has given the addresses of Presi- 
dent Ellis their outstanding quality. 


Less well-known, but as much appreciated by those who 
have little opportunity for personal contact, are his books 
and articles which preserve in print the message of this man 
of many parts. 

Among his life-long activities is the large contribution he 
has made to the Church of the Brethren, not only as preacher 
and minister, but as moderator of church conferences, and as 
executive and counselor of much of the organization and busi- 
ness of the Brotherhood. 


In the growth of Doctor Ellis there must not be forgotten 
the abiding companionship of Mrs. Ellis whose quiet ways 
conceal a force of personality marked by simplicity and 
courage. Mrs. Ellis has a beautiful home, but she lives in her 
garden, where the flowers she knows as friends are a delight 
to hundreds of returning alumni, as well as to all of Hunting- 


don. 


In his retirement from active college administration, Doctor 
Ellis will have larger opportunity for a life filed with books 
and writing, with lectures and sermons, and above all with 
associates and friends.

“Mike” Snider accepted a commis- 
sion as Lieutenant (j.g.) in the 
Navy last month and reported on 
February 11 to Chapel Hill, N. C. 
to be trained as an instructor in 
the Navy’s physical fitness pro- 
gram. A few days after the news 
was released 28 undergraduate 
members of the Army Enlisted 
Reserve Corps were called to ac- 
tive duty and left on February 15 
for Fort George Meade, Md. In- 
cluded in this group were Hank 
Eisenhart, Percy Blough, and Vic 
Rollo, all members of the varsity 
basketball squad. Jim Rutledge 
and Ralph Harrity, both football- 
ers, were also called. 


The loss of Coach Snider, Eisen- 
hart, and Company makes the 
basketball team the hardest hit 
of all the sports’ squads (provid- 
ing later calls make no further in- 
roads into track and baseball man- 
power). Jack Oller, a former star 
performer in the Blue and Gold 
colors, has taken over the helm of 
the court squad and hopes to steer 
the team on a victory paved 
course.
